The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $3,712.73, an increase of $970.14 
or 35.4 per cent.

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AGRICULTURAL AND INDUSTRIAL 

All crops increased in production and values. Livestock and livestock products improved in quality and values. Winter 
coverage crops, pasturage and soil erosion control made gains as compared with previous year. 

Industrial expansion continued; during the year there were several large plants established along our tracks, and many 
small ones, consisting of distributing warehouses and manufacturing units. 

GENERAL 

By agreement reached between Eastern, Western, and Southeastern Carriers’ Conference Committees and the Employees’ 
National Conference Committee awage award providing an increase of 15^ per hour was granted to non-operating employees 
effective September 1, 1947. An agreement reached between the same carrier groups and operating employees represented by 
the Order of Railway Conductors and the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen provides an increase of 15^ per hour effective 
November 1, 1947. 

The increased charges resulting from these wage awards will aggregate approximately $307,788 per annum. The various 
operating statements appearing in this report include such charges applicable to the year 1947 aggregating approximately 
$95,518. 

Negotiations with Engineers and Hostlers are now in progress, in connection with wage demands for a 30% increase in 
existing basic daily wage rates. If such an increase is granted, assuming that it will be retroactive to November 1, 1947 as in 
the case of the award to Conductors and Trainmen, charges applicable to 1947 would be increased approximately $13,469, while 
charges for 1948 would be increased approximately $79,939. If settled on a basis of 15J^ per hour, charges would approximate 
$5,232 for 1947 and $31,392 for 1948. 

The Crosser Bill passed by Congress and approved July 31,1946, amending the Railroad Retirement Act and Railroad Un¬ 
employment Insurance Act, provides among other things, an increase in railroad retirement taxes from 3*% to 5i% effective 
January 1, 1947. 

An examination of the accounts of the company has been made by Messrs. Haskins & Sells, Certified Public Accountants, 
whose certificate appears in this report. 

The Board takes pleasure in expressing its appreciation of the loyal and faithful services rendered by the Officers and 
Employees of the Company in the performance of their duties.
